Former Air Force Chief of 
Staff Curtis E. LeMay yester- 
day denounced U.S. Vietnam 
strategy as the “ultimate in 
military blindness” and called 
for stepped-up bombing of the 
North.

LeMay retired in Feburary, 
1965, with four stars and a 
glowing tribute from Pres- 
ident Johnson.
